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FOREWORD 


HISTORY  or  Record  of  the  Kellam 
family,  descendants  from  John 
and  Dicy  Harris  Kellam,  who  were 
originally  from  Guilford  county,  North 
Carolina,  but  after  rearing  their  fam¬ 
ily  in  their  native  state,  came  with 
them  to  Indiana  in  the  fall  of*  1858; 
making  the  overland  journey,  which 
covered  a  period  of  about  six  weeks, 
in  the  old-time  covered  wagons  as 
there  were  no  such  modern  methods 
of  traveling  as  the  automobiles  and 
motor  trucks  in  those  days.  They  set¬ 
tled  in  Wayne  county,  near  Milton, 
when  after  a  time  all  but  one  son, 
Calvin,  moved  to  Hamilton  county 
where  they  settled  permanently.  Dicy 
died  February  18,  1870,  at  the  age  of 
67  years;  John  survived  her  until 
March  14,  1887,  when  he  died  suddenly 
of  heart  trouble  at  the  age  of  84  years. 
Their  children  were  Benton  and  Al~ 
thania  who  died  when  small,  Calvin, 
Alfred,  John,  Susanna,  and  James. 
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CALVIN  KELLAM 


ALVIN  KELLAM  was  married  to  Lucinda  Mus- 


ton.  To  them  were  borji  six  children — a  son 
who  died  in  infancy,  Mary,  John,  Eimina,  James, 
and  Jack.  When  the  rest  of  the  family  moved  to 
Hamilton  county,  Calvin  remained  on  the  site  of 
his  first  settlement,  reared  his  family  and  spent 
the  remainder  of  his  life  within  a  radius  of  about 
eight  or  ten  miles,  with  the  possible  exception  of 
about  two  years  which  he  and  his  wife,  his  son 
Jack  and  family  spent  in  Hamilton  county.  Calvin 
died  February  12,  1897,  at  the  age  of  71  years. 
Lucinda  survived  him  until  March  29,  1900,  when 
she  died  at  the  age  of  77  years. 


Their  eldest  daughter,  Mary,  married  William 
Kidd  of  near  Connersville,  Indiana.  They  lived  in 
the  vicinity  of  Milton  and  Beeson  Station  until  the 
spring  of  1884  when  they  moved  to  Delaware 
County  where  they  reared  their  family  and  spent 
the  remainder  of  their  lives.  William  died  April 
11,  1899,  at  the  age  of  58  years.  Mary  survived 
him  until  November  10,  1922,  when  she  died  of  a 
complication  of  bronchial  pneumonia  and  heart 
trouble  at  the  age  of  74  years.  Their  children 
were  a  daughter,  Ambia,  who  died  in  infancy, 
Alice,  Cora,  Ella,  Lona,  Loran,  Wortie,  and  Wel¬ 
lington. 

Alice  was  married  to  Levi  Watson,  of  Muncie, 
Indiana;  to  them  was  born  a  son,  Ralph,  who  is 
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in  government  work  in  New  York;  and  a  daughter, 
Mildred,  who  died  in  infancy.  Alice  died  in  April, 
1908,  at  the  age  of  38  years. 

Cora  was  married  to  George  Jones,  of  Muncie, 
where  they  now  reside.  No  children  were  horn 
to  them. 

Ella  was  married  to  William  Eller,  of  Muncie. 
Six  sons  were  born  to  them — Charlie,  who  died  in 
infancy,  Horace,  Harry,  Wayne,  Raymond  and 
Harlan.
